A Sermon Preached in Christ Church, 
Andover, by Rev. Frederic Palmer, 
Dec. 1, 1889 Lice

‘For their sakes I sanctify myself.—"’ ST. JOuNn 17:19. 


___If.you have ever been out in a blinding 


show-storm, struggling on and trying to 
reach home, perhaps in doubt as to whether 
you would ever get there or not, you must 
have known how inspiriting the thought 
was of the-warnr fire and the kind faces 
that were awaiting you. The picture of 
that home at the end of your long journey 
gave you new courage to fight the storm. 
Sometimes it seemed as if it were almost 
the. only thing that sayed you from sink- 
ing down, careless of life or death, and 
giving up the struggle, this thought of the 
dear ones who were looking for you, and 
of the home-life you loved so well, -. 

And this is the case,-too, very often, 
with a boy who is away at school. He 
knows that the real reason why he ought 
to study is not for the sake of standing 


pleasing his friends, but to learn and to 


yet itis often’ other thoughts, which he 
knows are really secondary, that rouse 
him to diligence when his spirits are flag- 
ging and he feels inclined to give up all 
exertion, and take ‘life and study in the 
easiest way possible. It is the thought of 


those dear ones at home, that makes him 


keep to his books and his regular hours of. 


work when the life of study seems utterly 
-dull and wearisome......It is-tke-thought -of 
how proud they are of him, and that. he 
cannot disappoint their loving pride, that 


pany that he knows is bad and acts that 
he knows are vicious. Now these dre 
secondary motives. They are not the 
great mainsprings of action, The thought 
of home and friends cannot take the place, 


“to the traveller and the school-boy, of a 


love of achievement in and for itself, and 
a loyal devotion to duty. But these sec- 
ondary motives have a place and a value. 
They help to carry us along when the 
great predominant motive of life flags and 
begins to lose ifs power over us. ‘‘They 
tide us over shoals where the thought of 
duty alone would hardly carry us.’”’* To 
all of us have come times when such a 
thought has been the one thing that saved 
us from falling, and roused us to new ef- 
fort. And even if we are strong enough 
to goon and do our duty without such 
outside help, we all know how it sweetens 
and strengthens, and gives a zest to life 
when there comes to us a whisper to which 
we may rightly listen: ‘‘For my sake. Do 
it for me.”’ 

Now, it is strange and inspiring to think 
that Our Lord, too, felt the zest which 
such a thought brings. Strange, I say, 
because we think of him as absolutely un- 
flagging in his devotion to his work, to 
the will of his Heavenly Father. We 
think of him as pursuing his course with 
a power as strong and unvarying as the 
law of gravitation. Could he ever have 
wished that his circumstances. were differ- 
ent? Could he ever have felt the fasci- 
nation-of doing-e forbidden thing? “Could 
he ever have known the need of an addi- 
tional motive, the thought that others 
were looking up to him, to help him: re- 
sist temptation and do his Father's will? 
I say it is strange to think that with him 
Our Lord, this was the case. When we 
come to consider the matter we find indeed 
that it would be much more strange if it 
were otherwise. That is just the reason 


. why the power of Christ over us is far 
‘stronger than the power of alaw. Who 


could ever be helped in the least-in the 
midst of temiptation, just wavering, with 
the result still doubtful, by remembering 
that the law of gravitation never swerved? 
But to kifow that Christ Our Lord felt all 
this that we are going through, that he 
fought this vety battle in his own soul and 
conquered, tobe assured thus through 
him and through others around in whom 


we. see his spirit-and image, that such a 


victory is possible for us too—this is what 
makes us feel a real.and powerful help in 
Christ which no mere law could ever give. 
So I say .it is the very source of his 
_power over us that.thisis the case. And 
yet think of it! I do not see that there is 
anything strange in it to. those who be-

good man now. But to those of us who 
believe that in him was revealed the very 
image of the Godhead bodily, does it not 
seem ‘wonderful to hear him say, ‘‘For 
their sakes I sanctify: myself!’’ Not only 


because that 1s my delight, not_only be- 
cause it is my duty, not only for the sake 


of doing the Will of my Heavenly Father, 
but for the sake of this little group who 
have gathered around me, and for the sake 
of all.whom they represent, for their sakes 
I make myself holy so that I may lead 
them, so. that they may find the way of 
holiness easier. That he should think of 
others looking up to him and finding in 
hima strength that would be weakened 
by any weakness in him; that he should 
find the thought of this helpful, and an 
additiqnal inducement in his struggles for 
his own personal sanctification—this 1s 
like looking behind the veiling curtain 
and seeing divinity in process of growth. 

Tam sure this thought ‘‘For their sakes 
I sanctify myself,”’ must have been a very 
great help to Our Lord. .I {think that all 
his life long it must have been running 
through his mind and actions like the 
theme of a piece of music; sometimes 
clearly stated, sometimes hidden and al- 
most lost, sometimes given to inharmo- 
nious chords a unity of purpose, connect- 
ing beginning with middle and end. I 
think from the time when he went off by 
himself into the temple, an eager Jewish 


expecting that here of course among those 
who professed to do the great work he 
was longing to do, he wonld find question- 
ings answered and kindred spirits; from 
the time-When he-worked over his car- 
penter’s bench at Nazareth, and - felt” that 
every effort putjforth, and every problem 
solved was for them top, his Father’s 
children in the great world, for whom he 
yearned; from these down to the time 
when he saw plainly that drawing men to 
himself meant death —through it all, 
blended with his sense of duty and loyalty 
to his Father’s will, ran this. stimulating 
thought, ‘‘For their sakes I sanctify my- 
self, that they also might be sanctified 
through the truth.” 

‘Now there are two things I want to call 
your attention to about this power which 
the thought-of others exerts over us.- One 
is the unconsciousness of it in those who 
exert it, and the other is its wide range 
and the noble character of the .work it 
may do for us. _ 

How much truth there is in the claim of 
those who profess to read a person’s char- 
acter from his handwriting, I do not 


know. But whatever-truth-there may be 


in such a claim must come from _a_princi- 
ple that has a far wider application than 
to handwriting merely, and that is, the 
principle. that-personality--has-the power 
to’ stamp itself unconsciously on even 
material things.

It is this unconscious influence of 
others, this atmosphere of those--we love 
surrounding us, that is one of the strong- 
est of the powers that can work upon us, 
It is one of the most precious of our pos- 
sessions. Remember this, you who are 
away from home.at school or in. business, 
remember how your father or your mother 
is looking up to you, proud of you and 
glad at the thought of the son that is so. 
dear, taking a delight at every step in pro- 
gress that you make, hoping and expect- 
ing to see you grow more manly, more 
able to.say a righteous “‘No,’’? more able 
to do a good stroke of the work it is your 
business to do; remember this expectation 
about you when there comes the tempta- 
tion to serve the devil, and be ashamed 
and afraid to be anything less than this 
great wise love demands of. you to be. 
Remember it, you wife, whose husband is 
working day by day to make a living and 
a happy...home...for-you--—-Dees—not his 
steady work, patient and strong, put to 
shame the butterfly-life which you, unless 
you are working-hand in hand with him, 
are leading? Do_you not know in your. 
heart, though you may not care to acknow- 
ledge it evento yourself, that the atmos- 
phere in which coun earnest worker 
lives is a nobler one than yours? And 
does it not rouse you to cast away indo- 
lence. and selfishness and give-him from 
your-side-of the mutual life, a true wo- 
man’s help? For their sakes sanctify 
yourselves; for the sake of those whose 
life is bound up with~you, whose love 
would be wounded by any fall or weak- 
ness in-you, whose righteousness will be-, 
come vicariously. yours if you do but cher- 
ish these bonds in, which the relation of a 
noble friendship binds us. 

Now, it was this influence of others 
upon him, exerted unconsciously by them, 
that Our’ Lord so strongly felt when he 
spoke the words of our text. We have 
thought so much of the influence of Jesus 
upon the world that.we have forgotten to 
think what must have been the influence 
of the world upon Jesus. Ido not imagine 
that the little circle who felt that he was 
the centre of life to them and the inter- 
preter of their joy and sorrow, ever told 
him how they felt about him. ‘It seems as 
if he sometimes,longed—to-have~ them ‘do 
so. Iam sure they could never possibly 
have said tohim, ‘‘We feel a great source 
of spiritual strength in you. We hope 
you will do nothing to shake this. confi- 
dence of ours. If we should find any 
eakness in you or you should in any way 
turn out.to be not the wonderful being we 
have believed, it would overthrow the 
very foundations of our soul’s belief in 
God.” I am gui they could not have said 
to. him anything-like this, And yet some- 
thing like this he must have felt in them; 
and the peculiar bond, loving, protecting, 
full of anxious responsibility, as is the re- 
lation of a parent to a child, had its power 
over him. ‘Mine they are and Thou hast 
given them to me,” he exclaimed in his 
prayer.. And then he thought of all those 
who would come to know him through 
having .known them—the loving hearts, 
the sorrowing hearts, the puzzled minds 
that were yearning after light, the com- 
mon lives whose dull monotony needed 
the ideal of himself to keep before them a 
vision of glory, the crises of life where 
souls in agony, wavering between God 
and sin; would look to him for aid—all this 


have comé before him. It must have given 
a zest to his work. of personal sanctifica- 
tion, which it could not have had if that 
sanctification had been thought of only as 
a matter due to God or having reference 
solely to himself. ‘‘For their sakes. I sanc- 
tify:myself.”’.. What a thrill of triumph- 
ant joy there is in that, as you hear it 
coming from the lips of him whose sancti- 
fication cost-him more, and yet Was more 
absolute-in its completeness than was ever 


the'case with man! - . 


And now let me briefly well on what I 


must, at least.in some prophetic insight, 


> \ 
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have already touched upon, the wide range 
of unconscious influence-and the power 
for good or evil which it exerts. There is 
a grandeur in the thought that here 1s 
something that nothing can rob us of ; that 
this power to influence belongs of inalien- 
able right to everyone; that there is no 
man, woman, or child whose abilities are 


so small nor whose life is so insignificant 


as not to have a hand upon the destinies 
of the universe. The long, fateful course 
of the world, down to the remotest..ages, 
is different, somewhat different, from 


-what it would have‘been if you had never 


been a link in the great chain. Your life, 


unconsciously to you, tinges the lives just 
around it, and they in turn give color to 


more and more, till the~ circles from the 


stone you have thrown widen out into the 
great sea, lost and yet not lost.’’ Do you 
not believe-that every one of us has this 
power of uncons¢ious influence and {that 


it is a mighty power?’ Do you not know 


it, you mothers and fathers, the power 


which a little life can wield? What can 


be more Jimited in its range or have less 
to do with influencing the surging, com- 
plex tide of human things, than the life of 
a child with its two or three years_or 


months or days, the little life cut short so 
soon that we wonder why it was begun. 
And yet you who have known this, you 
who have known it and lost it, do you need 
to be told that that little life had an influ- 
ence, a force, a life-work? Do you need 


to be told. that—life-is different, different 


forever-foryou, after those téw days or 
years have come and gone?’ Has nota 
power been brought to bear upon you, 
which.is out of-all proportion to the length 
of_time which was-filled, or the space oc- 
cupied in the busy world by this beginning 
of & human being? Yes, you mothers who 
have borne little ones and lost them, you 
fathers whe have watched a life grow and 
flicker a moment and become extinct, you 
do not need to be told of the power which 
the smallest human atom can wield un- 
consciously and for a moment, but 
mightily. - 


I say there is a grandeur in the thought 


that every one is exerting a power over 
others, and over the world. Eyerything 


grand is terrible, too; and there 1s a terri-- 


bleness in this. Itawes us to know- that 
those around us are inevitably being made 
either better or worse for knowing us; that 
we are either drawing them up nearer to 


God or making it more impossible for 


them ever to. know him; and this’wholly 
without our knowledge, beyond our power 
to prevent. This steady current flowing 
forth from you, bearing the traces of weak 


purposes, and powerful lusts, and know-_ 


ledge only half mastered, and the scanty 


measure of right accomplishment, all this { 


that. you would so gladly. keep concealed, 
you cannot restrain. Forth it goes, bear- 
ing|the stamp of you just as you are; your 
living Judgment Day, yourself your own 
judge. Itis either terrible or it is inspir- 
ing to know that there is no such thing as’ 
disguise possible. You may try toconceal 
what you are, you may strive to make up- 
on persons the impression you would like 
to make, and for a time you may succeed; 
and yet it is all ‘useless, for there is noth- 
ing .covered that shall not be revealed. 
Just what you are and nothing else, is 
what inthe jlong run” you must appear. 
You ‘can only change your influence by 
changing yourself. If you would seem 
what you [desire to be, you must be what 
you desire to seem. : 

“For their sakes,” said Our Lord, ‘I 
sanctify myself.’’ He felt so strongly the 
corporate unity. of himself with his breth- 
ren, the children. of his. Father every- 
where, that a sanctification for himself 
that was not bound up with theirs he 
could not imagine. : \ 

There are many persons to whom rélig- 
ion comes asa scheme for the salvation of 
their own particular souls; who, while 
having a concern for themselves hereafter, 
have little care for the present or éternal 


welfare of the great world around them. 


But he who so.cares for his soul has not 
yet learned what the soul itself involves. 
For the Christian who would be-content 
to be saved alone would be no Christian; 


and hé who is chiefly anxious to secure a 


good place in his Father’s house in heaven, 
forgets that in that house there are many 
mansions. If he endeavors to remain in 
spiritual isolation, he denies his funda- 
mental right of being,(and, like a stagnant. 
pool, moulders and dries up. But the 
soul that has once felt the touch ofa true 
spiritual life is drawn to every other soul 


by an inevitable need within itself, a sense 


of organic unity; just as the sea sends its © 


mighty tide fac up the creeks and inlets of 
the meadows along. the shore, and, each 
little pool, however remote, receives the 
swell and feels its own vital connection 
with-all the other pools and streams and 
with the vast ocean that thunders outside. 

Yes, the influence that is undesigned is 
far greater in magnitude, and far wider in 
range than that which is intended. To 


show Christ’s spirit Working in the com-— 


mon things of life, is to do what he did 
when he showed the life of God as it 
would be when revealed under common 
and human. conditions.-- We cannot all 
consciously preach the truth, but we can 
all be true; and to be true is better even 
than to preach the truth. We cannot 
make all men Christians, not even those 
inimediately around us, but to be a Chris- 
tiam makes more Christians than to preach 
or to exhort, for it is the living manifesta- 
tion of Christ Our: Lord.

Cheerfulness the Secret of French Happt- 
nese—How Kpicures Kat—At the Seaside 
end the Theatre. te 
The Frenci: are essentially’ a ‘happy 

people. Their cheerfulness, which strikes 

the foreigner the moment he sets foot on 


.French soil, is due to a sound stomach. 


Dyspepsia is not known in France.. Light. 
bread, generous wine, dainty dishes pro- 
ductive of good. humor, never bolted, 
always eaten in‘cool apartments -or in 
the open air with leisure and jocularity, 
there lies the foundation of the French-. 
man’s happiness. From the rich bank- 
er’s mansion in the Champs Elysees to 
the simple mechanic’s garret at Belle- 
ville, business cares are never allowed to 
interfere with the pleasures of the table. 

See the eyes sparkling with joy as the 
bottle fills the glasses, and the good 
humored rebuke of the host when a lady 
—as most French ladies will—knocks the 
bottle in lifting her glass to prevent its 
being filled to the brim. ‘‘Sapristi, 


-imgdame; say that you. won’t have any 


more, but, for goodness’ sake, don’t 
shake the bottle!” Or look how. -he 
frowns if he catches a guest in the act of 
adding water to his pet wine. ‘Mix. 
this wine with water! My dear fellow, 


d will never forgive 


this exclamation. — He is thoroughly con- - 
vinced that good wine was given to man 
by-God to rejaiceria...heart; and to spoil 
it by adding water to it isin his eyes 
nothing shert of a sin. : 

A Frenchman is very poor indeed who 
has notin the corner of a cellar afew 
bottles that he has carefully tended for 
years, ani that he brings upstairs to 
welcome an old. friend at his table or 
cheer a poor neighbor on a sick bed. 
Every year the French bourgeois pro- 
motes some hundred bottles of wine that 


_ has improved ‘by keeping.. You should 


see him as he gently opens the door of 
his cellar, and almost walks* 6n tiptoe, 
for fear of shaking the ground. With 
very little inducement he would’ take off 


his hat; he isin his sanctuary. All his - 


bottles are sealed and labeled. He con- 
templates them with a paternal eye. -It 
was he who bottled that wine, who 
corked it, sealed it, labeled it-and laid it 
down. In the driest corner he will point 
out to you a dozen of: bottles covered 
with dust and cobwebs. Not even his 
most intimate friend has ever tasted 
their contents,. He bought this wine on 
the day that a daughter was born to him. 
It will be opened on her wedding day. 
He knows he will require some genérous 
wine to keep up his spirits when he has 
to part with his beloved daughter, who 
is to him asthe apple. of his eye. 

The pleasures of the. table are within 
the reach of all classes in France. The 
working people are better off in England 
than in France, but they are not so well 
Yed orsohappy. They spend their money 
in superfluities instead of spending it in 
necessities. 'ThesEnglish women of this 
class go in for a lot of cheap finery; the 
French ones go in for sound linen, 
What the English working-classes throw 
away in bones, scraps and vegetables 


I assure you that with a vegetable 


soup, & stew, some cheese or fruit and , 


good bread these people dine remarkably 
well at two or three pence a head. 

I know of an English lady who, one 
day, sent by her cook a boiled chicken 
to a poor woman-of the néighborhood 
who was sick. She sent-it in a soup 
tureen full of the broth, 

The following day she went to see how 
her poor patient was doing, and how she 
had enjoyed the chicken, 

Then she learned that the broth had 
been thrown away, the ‘‘ladies” of the 
place having declared that it was only 
dirty water. 

For the upper and=well to do classes 
there are in Paris a few dozen restaurants, 
perfect temples of Epicurus. Now see 
the faithful at work. They will tell you 
that animals, feed, man eats. ‘But,;” 
they will add; ‘‘the man of intellect:alone 
knows how to eat.” ; 

A little walk is taken. first; to get up 
the appetite. Some will have their glass 
of absinthe or vermouth, and will tell 
you with the most serious air in the 
world that without it their appetite would 
Punctual as the clock, 
when their dinner hour arrives, behold 
them turn into Bignon’s, the Maison- 


Doree, or some ether well known -house, ~ 


and take their seat with the solemnity of 
an academician who is going to take part 
in the ofticial reception of anewly elected 
member of the celebrated acadgemy!. The 
waiter presents the bill of fare and dis-

He will sometimes order a 
bottle of Rhenish wine, but not without 
previously satisfying his patriotism by 
adding: *‘These rascally Prussians, what 
beautifully colored wines they grow!” 
Two hours, at least, are spent at table, 
for the whole time of the meal conver- 
sation goes on unflagging. When dinner 


. is over our friends repair to Tortoni, the - 


Cafe Riche or the Cafe Napolitain, and 
there sip a cup of fragrant.coffee while 


quietly enjoying a cigar; after which,’ 


not. unfrequently, a tiny glaes of fine 
champagne or chartreuse is brought in 


requisition ‘‘to_push down the coffee.” 


Then they rise, and arm in arm, smiling, 
gesticulating, they stroll on the boule- 
_vards or the Champs Elysees, delighted 
with the world at large and with them- 
selves in particular. | 


In all their pleasures the French bring-—~ 


’ to bear a certain;amount of artistic feel- 
ing. See the workman when he starts a 
new. penny clay pipe. He will avoid 
sitting or standing in a draught, and 
will smoke gently to color’ it neatly, so 
that the black part may be perfectly 
regular. If he spoils it, he will throw 
it away and start another, bestowing on 
it still‘more care than before. - Whether 
he works or plays, he will never do any- 
thing clumsy. . & 

I have heard English people say ‘‘that 


the French have always an.eye for ef- — 


fect,” in such a tone as to imply that 
this was a blemish in the national: char- 
acter. : 

It. is true they have this eye for effect, 
and it is because. the feeling for art, 
the love of the beautiful, is innate in 
all_classes.ofthe- French people. So 
strong is it in the tradesman, for exam- 
ple, that it would hever enter his head 
to turn out in: his trap to go to the races 
in the stream of carriages that flows 
through the Bois de Boulogne on race 
days. Even the small bourgeois, who 
takes a cab for the journey, goes. by an- 
other route so as not to spoil the show: 
He goes by train if he cannot walk, or 
he-seats-himself-with~his~ friends under 
the trees along the route, and enjoys 
the pretty sight for his artist’s eye by 
the file of smart carriages filled with 
gayly dressed people. 

Not long ago, being in a fashionable 
English health resort, I went one morn- 
ing to see a meet. The pink coats and 
well groomed hunters, the amazons, the 
hounds, all made up a bright tableau 
pleasant to the eye; but, there in the 
midst, was abutcher’s boy on his mas- 
ter’s nag, who had-joined the cavalcade, 
and was grinning from ear to ear at the 
: joke of. being in it—if not of it. 

Now it is not that-a French butcher’s 


anybody else. On the contrary, his pride 
is stronger than the English boy’s, and 
would not allow him to mix with the

ing from bites by rabid dogs ‘during -the 
present year should direct serious attention 
to the danger now lurking in this commu- 
nity. Andover has a very large number of 
dogs according to the figures of our worthy 
town clerk, and- it is probably that the act- 
ual number is. in excess -of his record, for 
very little care is taken to secure full com- 
pliancé with the law whereby all licensed 
dogs are to wear collars distinctly marked 
with the owner's name and the dog’s regis- 
tered number. Mad dogs are reported in 
many of the towns around -us,-Two or three 
weeks ago the residents of Ballardvale were 
much.disturbed by the coming of a mad dog 
from Wilmington into their -village. How 
many of the Vale “dogs were bitten is not 
_knhown, but the fact thata mad. dog has-beén 
in. the gvillage -is a constant menace to the 
peace of mind of many of the'dwellers there. 
Nor is this a mere idle “scare,” Within a 
few weeks a respected citizen of Danvers 
died of hydrophobia, and this week a wor- 
thy Haverhill man who was bitten by a dog 
about a month ago died of. that dreadful 
malady. The dog that bit him is said to 
have bitten a large number of dogs in Haver- 
hill. We read of these distressing cases with 
increasing frequency, and no weak senti- 
mentality about our dogs should be “per- 
mitted to-stand in the way of our protection 
| trom this danger. The writer is not a dog- 
| hater, and though not the owner ‘or keeper 
of a dog, has many canine friends. But he 
is persuaded that there are far too many:
